Where are you from and when did you 
start Nuclear Cult? 
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I: Nuclear Cult formed in 2009. The most j 
of us live in Berlin, except our 
guitarplayer who lives in Brandenburg.

At that time I started to go on 
shows in Berlin and Potsdam and got to 
know more and more people. In 1994 I 
started a record label and so I got to 
know people from all over the world 
I 'm three years younger than my 
5 brother so I simply grew into it. 

! f Listening and playing music was a big 
deal in our family so it was some kind of 
distinction to my family and even school 
| and sport clubs, where most of the people 
i spent their time. Also the boonies of 
J Brandenburg didn't use to be a nice place 
nineties with_alUhe fascist 
Pjidiots.

ADOLESCENTS and MAN IS THE 
I BASTARD are both Hardcore Punk but 
I sure sound different as fuck. But in the 
I end it's all about Hardcore or actually 
I Punk and that's good. In the last couple 
I of years there has been some kind of a 
I Powerviolence Revival in the states and 
I as always a couple of years later this 
j revival came to Europe. There are a lot of 
fnew bands and labels in England that 
jput out good Powerviolence stuff like 
I ENDLESS SWARM, GETS WORSE, 

■ FAMINE or the Mindripper Collective or 
■ Dry Cough Records. In Germany or even 
■Berlin and Potsdam are a couple of new 
ibands like HENRY FONDA, DERBE 
ILEBOWSKI, GALL or J.H.K., in the rest 
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lof Germany you got CAPTAIN CAVEMAN, 
SARNOxDUBEL, WEAK TIES or BATTRA//. 
Ub this wave of new bands interesting for 
you, did you notice this or is it Just 
irrelevant? I bet you guys had an impact 
on those bands. Beside all of the classic 
PV monsters also bands like YACOPSAE,

r li First of all I got a theory that music

When it comes to Hardcore and 
Punk I mostly listen to stuff from the 
seventies and eighties....I'm a boring old 
fart, I know haha.

I know that you are vegan, what are your 
favorite tofu reciepts? 

Well the classic tofu recipe is tofu 
scramble. My go-to is chicken fried tofu. I 
^eyeball what I'm making but here is the 
gist of it if anyone cares: pressed tofu, 
cut into triangles or whatever shape, 
have an liquid wash of nondairy milk, 
dijon mustard, and apple cider vinegar, 
then a bowl of dry mix; flour, panko 
bread crumbs, corn starch, onion 
powder, garlic powder, cajun seasoning, 
paprika. Flop the tofu in the wet, into the 
dry, and into a hot skillet where you just 
put the oil in so its not burning off, semi 
high in the pan since you are frying it.
